Mayor Overstolz to the Bum-

When the Seheme and Charter was 
adopted which worked Dp many 
changes in the city government, and 


which originally contained a provision ordain 
ingthat the Mayor of the City of St, Louis 
could not be re-elected to that office, it be 
stowed upon the executive officer the right to 
go behind the decisions of the police judges 
and forgive all penalties assessed on any bright 
day that he felt so inclined. The power 


really makes the Mayor to St. Louis what the 
Governor is to the State. It was not originally 
intended that this power should be used as a 


cording to the original a the officer exereis- 
ing this immense political-friend-making au- 
thority was not to succeed himself in office. 
This provision of the Charter, however, myster- 
iously disappeared and his honor the would- 


16 of the charter which is as follows: 

He shall, from time to time, give the Assem- 
bly information relative to the state of the 
city, and shall recommend to their considera- 
tion such measures as he may deem expedient 
in the interest of the city. Heshall take care 
that the laws of the State and the ordinances 
ofthe city are respected and enforced within 
the city, and he may remit fines, costs, 
forfeitures and penalties — imposed for 
violation of any ordinance, and shall makea 
3 of the same to the Assembly at every 
session thereof. He shallhave power to ap- 
point a competent person or persons to exam- 
ine the affairs of any department or depart- 
ments whenever he shall deem it necessary. 

Mayor Overstolz, especially during the last 
few months, has exercised the pardoning pow- 
er with unwonted large heartedness—with so 
much liberality, in fact, that he refuses to let 
the public know of his good works. When a 
POST-DISVATCH reporter called at room No. 1 
City Hall yesterdaygfand asked to see the re- 
mit record, ou can not see it, sir,’’ was the 
gentle but determined reply that wafted over 
the railing tothe reportorial ear. This caused 
an explanation that the record was not public 
property, but that the Mayor was only respon- 
sible te the Municipal Assembly, to whom 
the report was made. The following is 
nll that the last message contains touching 
this subject, and is calculated to throw great 
light on the subject, and is remarkably minute 
in details:

The description of the corpse an 
swered that of the man in question. She said 
his family lived at Emporia, Kas. He huet 
boarded with her for some time, and recently 
left for Crystal City, Mo., where he followed 
his trade asa carpenter at the Crystal City 
Glass Works. He had lately Le - 
come interested in some patents with 
a man, but he had been disappointed 
in the receipts, which did not come up 
tothe expectations, of himself and another 
man who was in partnership with him.

There is one class of the population of St. 
Louis—an important and an all pervading 
class—of which absolutely nothing is known 
by the majority of the people. ‘Nothing is 
known, although the members of this class 
meet every one,chaff every one,know every one 
who is worth knowing,and who themselves are 
to be found everywhere where things are go- 
ingon and where local history is made. Of 
course there is only one classin the commu- 
nity which fulfills all of these conditions— 
the newsboys. The cheerful gamin, 
with his ready wit and his perfect insouci- 
ance and all-pervading philosophy, everybody 
knows and everybody admires. They are 
boys who assert their boyhood in spite of cir- 
cumstance, like the partridges who pick up 
food with the maternal egg-shell still sticking 
to them. They are cast early into the strug- 
gle for existenve, and the little men go man- 
fully at work for themselves, at the same time 
hewing out all the enjoyment which they can 
cut from life. Theinner life of the street 
arab is a sealed book [to most. What they 
earnand how they earn it, where they live 
and how they live—all of these are secrets 
which they keep to themselves. There 
are over 200 boys selling

what they will do when they are older and 
more experienced.

NO FATHER. 
A Woman’s Queer Reason for commit- 
ting Suicide.

The mysterious suicide of Miss Kate Mend- 
heim, at the St. James Hotel, in this city, last 
evening, has created a great deal of interest, 
as alittie of her history has become known. 
The reason of her suicide isas yet unknown. 
Her father and mother died when she was a 
child, and she was adopted by Mr. Mendheim, 
of the firm of Unger & Mendheim, real estate 
brokers of San Francisco, Mr. Mendheim is 
a bachelor. The girl took his name, and has 
been known through life, except when she 
assumed an alias, as Kate O. Mendheim. 
An autopsy made to-day by Deputy Coroner 
Goldschmidt showed that she had died from 
opium-poisoning. In her room at the 
hotel several bottles which had contained 
morphine were found. One vial, which had 
been bought from a druggist named Wise, in 
Philadelphia, had init ten large morphine 
pills. Her trunk contained a number of good 
silk dressesand many letters, apparently 
from schoolmates, and written in French, 
German and English. Some were dated at 
Paris, and others at Berlin and other German 
cities. Miss Mendheim was twenty-two years 
old and unmarried. Her father wasa com- 
paratively poor German resident of San Fran- 
cisco. She had no recollections of him, and 
she was brought up by Mr, Mendheim. Last 
summer she discovered he was not her fath- 
er. Sho questioned him on the subject. 
and he told her the cireumstances under 
which she became a member of his household. 
It appears that she had some doubt as to the 
accuracy of the story, suspected that her real 
father and mother were alive, and sought to 
find them. She could not learn anything of. a 
single relative. She became despondent and 
dissatistied with her home life, and in No- 
vember last left San Francisco and came to 
this city. Mr. Mendheim placed to her credit 
in a banking house of San Francisco shares of 
the Kureka Mining Company representing a 
market value of $100, and the correspondent 
of the bauk in this city was instrueted to pay 
Miss Mendheim whatever money she re- 
quired. Three hundred dollars of the 
fund still remains, and $30 was found in the 
room at the hotel. Miss Mendheim has been 
living at different hotels, and for a short time 
lived in a house on West Fifty-ninth street. 
At the hotel she abe page that she was a 
married woman. While a guest at the St. 
Cloud Hotel she attemptec de by locking 
herself in her room and tu g the gas full 
on. A letter of late date/from Mr. Mend- 
heim, found in her room, Says that he can not 
‘Uppy her with any mare money because he 
is in financial straits. She was in the habit 
of using opium in various forms, but the fact 
that on Wednesday she tore up 
several letters supports the theory 
that her death was not accidental. 
The voluminous correspondence which 
she leftunlocked throws no light my on her 
history, nor does it furnish a clue to her mo-

Instead of a serew, asin ordinary 
propellers, there is a flat blade of iron under 
the rudder, at right angles to the keel. This 
blade works backward and forward on a hol- 
low shaft, with a stroke of three feet forward 
and aft. As tbe blade moves forward under 
the overhang of the vessel, by means of an 
inside shaft it shuts up, and affords no resis- 
tance to the water. When it goes back again 
it opens. and virtually pushes the water 
astern. As the engine can work the blade 
with stroke of 120 to the minute, it is cal- 
culated that extraordinary speed will be at- 
tained. -The yacht is about thirty feet long 
over all, and is provided with a patent engine 
resembling the Plumb engine, with a Plump 
cylinder. The propeiling blade or pusher 1s 
three feet in length and fifteen inches in width.

Comparison of Ratesin St. Louis 


and Elsewhere, — .

The Missouri Pacific 80 Per Cent Higher 


| Than the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy, Etc., Ete. 


The recent reopening of the difficulties 
between the residents of the suburban towns 
on the Missouri Pacific Railway and the 
managers ef that railway has created an in- 
terest in St. Louis which extends beyond the 
eomparatively few citizens who are ““eommu- 
ters. All St. Louis is interested in having 
the city surrounded by handsome and thriv- 
ing villages, and also in having country re- 
sorts within easy reach of the city—reserts 
which can be reached at so moderate an ex- 
pense that people in medium circumstances 
ean afford to patronize country air in the 
summer time. Whether St. Louis is 
fairly treated by her railroads inthe matter 
of cheap commutation rates of travel for her 
suburban residents is a question of general 


importance. The ‘Kirkwood Commuters,’’ 
as they are known, have an old time quarrel 
with Mr. Talmage which is almost of a per- 
sonal nature. They are very confident, and 
have been for years,that they are entirely right, 
and the railroad is very stiff in its treatment 
ofthem. ‘A reporter of the PosT-DISPATCH 
has been at the pains recently to gather 
some information as to what suburban 
commutation railroad rates prevail in 
other cities. In any comparison 
made with other citics the Missouri Pacific 
best represents St. Louis, as it has by far the 
largest commutation business, and is there- 
fore best able to offer low rates toits patrons. 
In amount of business done of this kind the 
Iron Mountain comes next to the Missouri 
Pacific, and then the St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Northern. On the othér side of the 
river the Cairo Short Eine does the largest 
business, and is foHowed by the Illinois and 
St. Louis, then the Chicago and Alton, the 
Southwestern, the Vandalia, the Ohio and 
Mississippi, Indianapolis and St. Louis and 
the Wabash. But the number of 
each of the 
Eastern roads is very small, and the most ad- 
vantageous rates they could possibly offer 
eould hardly mduce St. Louisans to settle very 
extensively in Illinois. The bridge and the 
bridge fare would alone kill off any attempt 
to colonize St. Clair county. 

The followingtable has been prepared from 
the very latest data and may be depended 
upon for accuracy. Init present commuta- 
tion monthly rates are given of a number of 
prominent Chicago railroads, the leading Cin- 
cinnati suburban road, and the two leading 
St. Louis roads; also the excess of rates 
charged by the Missouri Pacific over each 
other road. Te distances only are given, 
which, in the case of the St. Louis roads, rép- 
resent Benton and Kirkwood on the Missouri 
Pacific, and Ferguson on. the St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City and Northern:

Taking the longer distances in the above, it 
will be found that the Missouri Pacific rates 
are now in excess of the rates of the other 
roads by the following percentages: Per- 
centage of the excess of the rates on the Mis- 
souri Pacific overthe Chicagoand North- 
western, 36; percentage of excess over the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 80; percent- 
age of excess over Milwaukee Division of C. 
and N, W., 39; percentage of excess over Illi- 
nois Central, 20; percentage of excess over 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific, 63; per- 
centage of excess over Marietta and Cincinna- 
ti, 56; percentage of excess over St. 
Louis, Kansas City and Northern, or West- 
ern Division of the Wabash and Pacific, 63; 
or, m other words, St. Louisans, who desire to 
live in suburban towns on the Missouri 
Pacitic must pay from twenty per cent to 
eighty per.cent more for their travel than is 
required on leading Chicago roads. The 
Post-DIsPaTcH isnot engaged in fighting 
the battles of the Kirkwood commuters, but 
the above facts are of importance to all St. 
Louis. There would seem tobe no good 
reason why St. Louis railroads should not do 
as well by St. Louis as Chicago roads do by 
Chicago and Cincinnati roads do by Cincin- 
nati. Jay Gould controls three roads run- 
ning out of St. Louis. Two of 
them pursue an amicable poliey 
toward their commuters, and one does not. 
Why does he allow two policies to exist? One 
or the other is right, and the right one should 
be made universal. There are many other 
evances Which the Kirkwood people think 
they have, inthe way of onerous conditions 
Imposed upon the buyers of the monthly or 
“time” tickets, but these woes they have 
aired sufficiently in their own public meet- 


o obtain the commutation rates4vhich pre- 


vall in Eastern cities is more difficult than 


those of the Western cities mentioned. It is 
true, however, that Boston has the cheapest 
suburban railroad travel in the United States, 
and for its size it has also by far the largest 
suburban travel. Half of Boston is 
saidto reside outside the city limits, and 
this state of things has been brought about 
by the liberality of the railroads. Some years 
ago the Old Colony Railway introduced a sys- 
tem similar to that which prevails on street 
railways. Tickets good for any station are 
sold in packages twenty for a dollar, or five 
cents a trip whether the passenger rides one 
mile or ten. The system met with remark- 


able success, and was adopted by other rail- 


roads. The majority of Boston railroads, 
however, now charge rates about like those 
sven above for the Chicago, Burlington and 

uincy. In New York suburban rates are 
not so low as in but 
still much lower our 
Missouri Pacific. The Hudson River Rail- 
way maintains a pretty high rate. The Har- 
lem Railway sells quarterly tickets, distance 
thirteen miles, for $13, for which the Missou- 
ri Pacific charges now $2425. Some of the 
New York roads, however, it is fair to state, 
are as stiff in their quarterly rates as the Mis- 
souri|Pacific. 

In general it may be said that St. Louis rail- 
roads are treating their suburban patrons 
quite fairly, with the exception of the Mis- 
souri Pacific. Tickets ought to be provided 
by all railroads by means of which a patron’s 
family can travel as cheaply as he can. 
Any system whichdoes not is onerous and 
unjust. It is supposed that 
an unmarried man living in Kirkwood, by 
traveling every day, contributes sufficiently 
to the revenues of the railroad to entitle him 
toa monthly ticketat reduced rates. Buta 
married man contributes more to the reven- 
ues of the road, and therefore is more worthy 
of consideration. But he gets no concession 
whatever, beyond the single man, namely, a 
cheap ticket for himseif, and his wife must 
pay transient rates.

constructed. The time made onthe through 
trip is as short as on the Union and Cen- 
tral’ Pacific. The fare is the same. 
There is no snow in winter, 
and in summer—as I can testify from experi- 
ence—the heat is not oppressive, because the 
airispureand dry. The pirates at mae 
however, must be fired out. When this is 
done—and_ perhaps it is done already, for the 
railroad men were making preparation when 
I passed through—the new route to and from 
San Francisco will become very attractive. 

In the course of a year or two, however, 
another transcontinental route will be open- 
ed. The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
have already constructed a branch line from 
Albuquerque, west, to Fort Wingate, on the 
Rio Puerco. From this point it is being laid 
at the rate of two miles a day, along the 36th 
parallel and across Arizona to the Colerado.

bave Desert and enter California through the 
Cajon Pass, near the town of San Bernard- 
ino. ‘There it will cross the Southern Pacific 
line and continue along the valleys’ of the 
coast range to San Francisco.

THE HURSTS. 
Judge Lindley Severs the Knot in a Notable 
Case. 

Judge Lindley this morning heard the di- 
voree case of Susan C. Hurst against James H. 
Hurst. This was a suit entered on the default 
docket, the husband not appearing, and the 
knot was severed accordingly in a very brief 
space of time, sufficient only to hear the evi- 
dence’ of the wife and the wit- 
nesses in support of her prayer. 

The defendant is well knovn in the commu- 
nity as the proprietor of Hlurst’s European 
Hotelon Fourth street. The marriage took 
place in October, 1866, and the couple lived to- 
gether until about ua year since. Mrs. Hurst, 
whose maiden name was Gordon,testified that 
she at all times treated her husband with kind- 
ness and affection and faithfully performed her 
duties as a wife, but that Mr. Hurst wholly dis- 
regarded his duties, and upon divers occasions 
between May, 1879, and April, 180, indulged 
in illicit relations with a young woman who 
goes by the name of Ella, but whose full name 
was never disclosed. In consequeffce of her 
husband's infidelity and after repeated 
acts ot unkindness and nameless indignities, 
Mrs. Hurst left her home and wentto live sepa- 
rate and apart from her husband. There were 
tour children born of the union of whom only 
one survived a little boy of fourteen months, 
whowas presentin Court inthe careof Mrs, 
Hurst and her sister. The lady’s sensitive tem- 
perament during a trying ordeal was seriously 
exhibited, a fact not eScaping the considera- 
fion of the Court, all the evidence being given 
inawhisper. Mr. J. H. O’Neil represented 
Mrs. Hurst, and Mr. Chas. P. Johnson repre- 
sented the husband in relation to the order for 
alimony. It wasinevidence that the parties 
could not live together on account 
of incompatibility of temper, and 
apart from any other grounds 
the decree would probably have been render- 
ed. Testimony was introduced to show that 
the defendant possessed real estate and a per- 
sonal estate, and the Court granted Mrs. Hurst 
a decree; together with restoration of maiden 
name, custody of child and alimony in gross in 
the sum of $4,000.

Over; $200,000 Invested in the Erection of 
New Buildings. 


For the week ending at noon to-day the City 
Fire Department issued permits for the erec- 
tion of 48 new buildings, 37 af which are to be 
of brick and 11 irames; the cost of which will 
be $200,965 when completed, or $198,230 for the 
brick buildings, and 2, 735 for the frame build - 
ings. Of the brick buildings there will be 20 
of 2 stories; I of 234 stories; 8 of 3 stories;5

of 1 story; and 2 of 5 stories. Of these 22 will 
be dwellings; 3 tor kitchens;2for stores and 
dwellings; 1 for a wagon. shop; 1 for offices; 
1 for a livery stable, 1 for a horse-collar facto- 
ry, lfor a church and 2 warehouses, in which 
there will be a total of 167 rooms. The largest 
building to be erected on permits issued dur- 
ing the week isto be the new St. Louis Cot- 
ton Exchange, to be 5 stories with 4 rooms and 
to cost 0, 000. There were also several other 
large permits, among them, one for a church to 
cost $30,000, one for a warehouse to cost $30,000, 
and one for a residence to cost over $15,000. 
Of the frame buildings 9 will be of 1 story, I of 
2 stories and lof II stories, all of which will 
contain a total of 21 rooms;4of them will be 
for dwellings, 4 for kitchens, I for a stable and 
lforaglass house. The largest frame build- 
ing is to cost $600, and will be used as a glass 
house -on Second and Angelica streets by the 
Mississippi Glass Company of North St. Louis. 
The records of the Fire Department show 
that the new buildings to be erected from Jan- 


uary 1 up to date will cost a total of $1,180,365. |

_ HINTS TO FARMERS. 
Lore Warranted Genuine. 
The Quality of Our Food Products, 


That various European countries have pro- 
hibited the importation of American pork on 
account of the circulation of false reports now 
seems certain. That the condition of our 
meat-producing animals in regard to health 
has been grossly misrepresented is also sure. 


The English agricultural commissioners who 


were here last season made a flattering report 
of the condition of our farm stock, and es- 
pecially noticed the very excellent condition 
of our hogs.. The country since its first set- 
tlement has been almost entirely free from 
eontagious diseases among animals raised for 
food. The large amount of exercise allowed 
stock here, the purity of the water and the 


excellence of the grass and grain are all fa- 


vorable to the health of domesticated ani- 
mals. 

Still if must be confessed that many of the 
articles sold for food in this country or sent 
abroad are not what they should be. Asa 
rule, there is no inspection of articles intend- 
ed for food with a view of ascertaining their 
condition or quality. In many of the States 


there are no statutes 2 adulterations of 
any kind. In others the laws on this subject 
are never enforced. Many articles of com- 
mon use on tables are rarely, if ever, found 
pure, orina state approaching purity. Al- 
most everything designed for condiments is 
adulterated to a shameful extent. Since it 
has become common to grind spices, peppers, 
mustard and other articles employed as rel- 
ishes, it is almost impossible to find any of 
them pure. Dealers do not strive to acquire 
a reputation for the quality of the articles 
29 sel], but for cheapness. 

Cheap and abundant as are fruits in this 
count 
disposing of them. The packages in which 
they are placed are smaller than the standard 
they are presumed to represent. The fruit 
placed in them, whether apples, pears, peach- 
es, quinces or plums, are as a rule sorted, the 
larger and fairer specimens being placed 
where they can be seen and the smaller and 
inferior specimens put where they will be out 
of sight. Not unfrequently the ends of a 
barrel will be filled with choiee specimens of 
a superior variety and the middle packed with 
very poor specimens of a very inferior kind.

The trade in canned fruits is fearfflly de- 
moralized. In many cases berries and other 
small fruits are sold to canners after they are 
in a condition that prevents their being 
bonght by ordinary customers. With rare 


| exceptions lye is employed in the place of 


sugar to aid in their preservation. Few of 
the commercial fruit jellies are true to name. 
The bulk of themis composed of some sort 
of glue, colored with aniline and flavored 
with a chemical compound. As to fruit ex- 
traets chiefly employed for flavoring pies, 
puddings, cakes, sauces, ice eream or so- 
ealled “soda water,“ they are thé products of 
the manufacturing chemist, and the less that . 
is known about their ingredients and the 
methods of compounding them the better will 
they be relished. 

It is difficult to obtain a pure article of com- 
mercial vinegar in the market, cheap as are 
the substances of whichitis made. If we 
turn to sweets the case is still worse. It is 
comparatively 2 to obtain pure sugar b 
buying that which is purified and crystalized. 
It is, however, quite difficult in most parts of 
the country to obtain syrup and molasses 
made from tropical sugar- cane. Glucose in 
some form, alone or combined with a mate- 
rial that renders it mere sweet and imparts a 
color, constitutes what is sold as syrup. Most 
of what is sold as honey in the market is 
simply doctored glucose. Our confectionary 
is composed of glucose, gum and white clay, 
flavored with chemical preparations and col- 
ored with various sorts of mineral pigments. 

Coffee is the common table beverage of our 
people, and during many vearsit has been 
largely sold in a condition read for the pot. 
That it is largely adulterated with very cheap 
materials must be evident to every consumer 
from the circumstance that what passes for 
parched coffee is sold for a smaller price than 
the most inferior article of the green berry. 
A few years ago the article most commonly 
employed to adulterate ground coffee was 


chiecory. But chiecory itself was soofi adul- 


terated, and it was not long before beets, 
carrots, turnips and tan-bark constituted the 
great buik of what was sold under the name 
of chiccory. At present peas, barley, date- 
seeds and cocoanut shells constitute a large 
proportion of the substance sold as ground 
It may be remarked that none of these 
articles are positively injurious, but they are 
nearly destitute of value. 

Milk which is sold in cities and large towns 
is first debased and then adulterated. During 
several years past butter and cheese have 
been made from the same batch of milk. The 
fat of eattle and hogs is combined with the 
curd made from skimmed milk, the whole 
colored with the extract of annotto pressed 
into shape, and sold as full cream cheese. 
Cream is no longer required for making but - 
ter. The marketis largely supplied with

Pulverized soapstone is employed to give it 
weight, and various — employed to 
— a desirable color. No articles em- 


ployed as food are debased and adulterated to 


the extent milk and its products are. It is 
now difficult to find a pure article of milk, 
butter or cheese ina city market. 3 
As yet few attempts have been made to adul- 
terate the flour made from wheat. Buck- 
wheat flour, however, is adulterated with rye 
and corn-meal, shorts and fine bran. In 
making sausage, beef or mutton are substitu- 
ted for pork whenever the price of the latter 
is higher thanthat of theformer. Itis now 
one of the “tricks of the trade’’ to render 
smoked meats as heavy as possible. They 
are cured in brine instead of in dry salt and 
sugar, are subjected to smoke only long 
enough to give them a 1 color and flavor, 
and are then covered with canvas, weighted 
with paste, in which sulphate of baryta and 
chrome yellow or yellow ochre are combined. 
Water is cheap, and the more of it smoked 
meats can be made to take up the greater are 
the profits to dealers. 
In view of these practices it is no wonder 
that foreigners begintolook with distrust 
upon most of our food products. Our greed 
for gain has led ustoinjure nearly all our 
prospects for pope a wealth by the pro- 
duction and sale of articles of food. A few 
ears ago American hams, butter and cheese 
ad an excellent reputation in every part of 
the world, and the demand for each of them 
promised to increase. Now the 2 
ainst them is strong. They sell, i they are 
disposed of at all, as inferior products and at 
a lower price than similar articles produced 
elsewhere. The practices that produced 
ains at first caused heavy losses at last. 
2 rather than cheapness, attracts for- 
eign customers. | 
e present is a favorable time to com- 
mence the work of reformation. It takes 
longer to obtain a reputation for superior 
goods than it does to lose it, but itis of at 
value when acquired, and it pays to retain it.

e evidence-is in favor of keeping off the 
suckers. Yet, astothe time and manner of 
removing there is a great diversity of opin- 
ion. Our opinion is thatthe suckers should 
be removed by pulling off as soon as large 
enough, and thereafter kept off. 

If left until the eorn is earing, or about to 
ear, the breaking and tearing off of the suck- 
ers lacerates the stalk and loosens the roots, 
so that the growth is checked and the stalk 
often withers. Any treatment at this period 
whieh checks growth must work harm to the 
eonn crop. 

suckering has been neglected. until near 
earing time the suckers can be cut off with a 
corn knife and the main stalk not be injured, 
but receive a new impulse that must develop 
more perfect growth of the ear. 

In our boyhood we had many back-aches 
pulling the suckers from eorn, but in this age 
of modern improvements, labor is too scarce 
to get suekers taken off. If it could be done 


suckering corn would be common.

ALFALFA. 


W. W. Bliss, of Missouri, gives in Colman's 
Rural World his views on Alfalfa. 
made a success of it, and thinks so favorably 
of itasaforage crop, we eondense his re- 
marks. He selects a clean piece of bottom or 
upland, and after thoroughly pulverizing he 
sows from fifteen to twenty pounds of seed 
per acre between April 15 and 25, and brush- 
es in lightly and then rolls the ground. The 


y checked by drouth, hence he mows two or 
three crops each season. In most favorable 
seasons he can take off a hay crop every six 
weeks from the third week in May to Novem- 
ber 15, but for soiling it may be cut every 
three weeks from May 1 to Decembderl. Any 
of the crops will produce seed, but as the 
first spring crop may have some weeds with 
it the second crop will be cleanest and best. 
It shades the ground too much to thicken up 
by self-sowing, hence thick seeding is most 
desirable. As to quality of product, he knows 
for bulk, andit 
excels, too, in certainty. He was brought up 
in the Valley of the Connecticut, and never 
there fed grass equal to his Alfalfa in Missou- 
ri. He has tried it five seasons and consid- 
ers it the most permanent of meadows. It 
comes to us from California, and from Chili, 
but it has been raised for hundreds of years 
in France and Germany. It will stand more 
severe drouths than will red clover, and will 
preve an especial blessing to dairymen. He 


We suggest that it is more trouble to start 
than clover or timothy, and farmers like the 
crop easily started. 


EXCELLENCE IN FOWLS AND EGGS. 


At present little encouragement is given 
poultry-raisers in this country to produce ex- 
tra fine fowls and eggs. Little attention is 
given to the matter of quality in either arti- 
cle. In many eases little or no attention is

Where this si lar custom 
prevails in trade fowils that weigh two 
each bring as much as those that weigh six 
or seven pounds. Of course, the effdct of this 
method of selling fowls is to encourage poul- 
try-raisers to produce small fowls, as they

ing eggs as for weighing fish, mutton chops 
or any other article sold for food. Eggs vary 
as much in size as apples, 
squashes do. A dozen Brahma eggs will not 
unfrequently weigh six or seven ounces more 
than the same number laid by some of the 
smaller varieties of fowls. Farmers who 
keep hens for the purpose of producing eggs 
find it te their advantage to breed such as 
will lay a large number of eggs, but there is 
no inducement for them to strive to have very 
large eggs to sell. A dozen eggs laid by bant- 
ams or small game fowls will sell for as much 


| as a dozen laid by Brahma or Spanish fowls. 


As the trade in eggs is at present conducted, 
the farmer who studies his individual *

fowls for home consumption and send the 
small ones to market. A change in the man- 
ner of selling eggs would cause him, perhaps, 
to pursue a contrary course, or to keep only 
such breeds of hens as produced very large 
eggs. Nobranch of trade is conducted as it 
should be which does not hold out induce- 
ments to the producer to send to market the 
best he can produce. Farmers and others 
who keep hens should be encouraged to breed 
stock that will produce large eggs and eggs 
ef superior quality, for it is a fact well- 
known to persons who have given critical 
attention tothe matter that the quality of 
1985 differs quite as much as that of any ar- 
ticle used as food. 


+ Asthe trade in poultry is now conducted a 
farmer will 1 realize as much or 
nearly as much for a lot of old hens of no 
breed in particular, but which have outlived 
their usefulness as egg-producers, as for a 
lot of young fowls of one of the breeds most 
famed for the fineness and delicacy of their 
flesh, and which have been very carefully 
fattened. Some of the best -producing 
breeds of fowls never have specimens at any 
age that are not scrawny. Their flesh is 
hardly better than that of the crow or hawk. 
Still they sel] in the market at the same price 
that fowls of the best table breeds command.

PLUM PUDDING.—One eup of milk, one 
cup of molasses, one eup ef suet, chopped; 
one cup of raisins, one cup ef currants, one 
teaspoonful each of soda, sald, cloves, cinna- 
mon, and nutmeg; flour eneugh to make as 
stiff as fruit cake; boil three hours. It may 
be boiled in a small tin pail eovered tight and 
set in a pot of boiling water, the water to be 
added from the tea-kettle as it boils away.
